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Welcome to Issue 29 of Back 
To Prabhupada (BTP). 

Unable to rebut the con- 
tents of BTP, many have instead 
tried to minimise BTP in differ- 
ent ways. We are told that it is 
"just one magazine", and there- 
fore of no consequence. Or that 
no one reads it. Or that even if it 
is read, it has no effect. Typical of 
these comments are the follow- 
ing by ISKCON Governing Body 
Commissioner, and GBC-elected 
guru hoaxer, HH Sivarama Swami 
("SRS"), who stated the following 
in response to the IRM launching 
the Hungarian BTP in Hungary: 

"No one takes them seriously. 
[...] There's no effect." 
(SRS, "Ritvik Istagosthi", 1 7/7/2008) 

Ironically, the statement was 
made in the context of SRS for- 
bidding the devotees to read the 
magazine, and his organising for 
it to be collected back from ev- 
eryone. Indeed, the following still 
from a video highlights the vi- 
olent response of SRS's hench- 
men at the Budapest Rathayatra 
festival this year, as they tried to 
suppress the distribution of BTP 
through death threats and force:

As 
the video demonstrates, in addi- 
tion to our distributors being at- 
tacked, they are threatened re- 
peatedly by one of SRS's people 
that they will be "killed" if they 
try to ever distribute again. And 
similar scenes have been report- 
ed at other ISKCON festivals and 
temples, where efforts are always 
made to at least collect the BTPs 
back from the devotees if violence 
does not work in stopping us dis- 
tributing. 

These responses raise the ob- 
vious question of why so much ef- 



fort is expended to suppress what 
is supposedly no more than one 
tiny little impotent and ineffectu- 
al magazine? 

One reason which is given, is 
to stop the "innocent" devotees 
being "contaminated" and "con- 
fused", and that they are being 
protected for their own good. But 
why do ISKCON devotees need 
to be "protected" from what is 
supposedly a useless magazine 
which has no effect? If it has no 
effect, then there is nothing to 
fear. 

The reality is that there are 
devotees who want to know the 
truth. They want to know what 
Srila Prabhupada's orders for 
ISKCON were. After all, they be- 
came attracted to ISKCON be- 
cause of Srila Prabhupada and a 
desire to follow him. These devo- 
tees do need to be protected from 
the truth of Srila Prabhupada's 
orders as presented in BTP, if 
ISKCON wishes to hold on to 
them. For they will quickly see 
that ISKCON today is not adhering 
to Srila Prabhupada's orders in ev- 
ery sphere - besides the most im- 
portant issue of guru-tattva (phil- 
osophical truths about the guru), 
they have also deviated into com- 
mercialisation, Hinduisation and 
secularisation. Once all those de- 
viations are added up, there is 
hardly anything of spiritual sub- 
stance left! This is why more 
and more ISKCON has to depend 
on the type of "devotee" who is 
not interested in the truth, but is 
driven by other motives. As GBC 
member and GBC-elected guru 
HH Bhakti Charu Swami ("BCS") 
remarked: 

"many of our temples in 
the West are practically empty 
and just to maintain the tem- 
ple activities devotees have to 
be imported from India and 
other less opulent countries." 
(BCS, Q&A, 25/4/2008) 

One of the main reasons 
people take shelter of Srila 



Prabhupada's teachings is be- 
cause they wish to seek a pure al- 
ternative to the hypocrisy, dou- 
ble-standards, lies, censorship, 
cover-ups, cheating and igno- 
rance displayed by society's ma- 
terialistic leaders. Clearly, there- 
fore, the last thing devotees ex- 
pect is for ISKCON leaders to dis- 
play exactly these same traits! 
Srila Prabhupada spoke of rascal 
gurus who mislead as follows: 

"The whole situation has 
been spoiled by these so-called 
rascal gurus who gives his own 
opinion." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 22/8/1973) 

In ISKCON the whole situa- 
tion has similarly been spoiled, 
because it also contains rascal 
gurus who are giving their own 
opinion. And this misleading is of 
the worst possible kind because 
it is claimed to be done in Srila 
Prabhupada's name. In the quote 
above, Srila Prabhupada con- 
tinues on to say what should be 
done to combat such rascal gurus: 
"This is our plain declara- 
tion: Let any rascal guru come. 
We can convince him that he is 
not guru, because he is speak- 
ing differently. We can chal- 
lenge any rascal." 

BTP and our other publica- 
tions irrefutably document, by us- 
ing the evidence of the words and 
actions of the rascal gurus them- 
selves, that they are speaking dif- 
ferently than Srila Prabhupada. 
In this way, in line with Srila 
Prabhupada's order above, the 
IRM is making the same plain dec- 
laration, and challenging all these 
rascal gurus and proving they are 
not gurus at all. 

No wonder, therefore, that they 
"fear us so".

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How the guru hoax works 



Though The Great Guru Hoax is 
indeed a hoax of monumen- 
tal proportions, we will show that 
it is executed via a technique that 
is so transparent and simple, that 
even an 8 year-old child would 
not fall for it. Yet, unfortunately, 
it seems that many have fallen for 
the proposals of the acting GBC. 

ISKCONpre-1978 

The situation in ISKCON, 
whilst Srila Prabhupada was phys- 
ically present, was as follows: 

a) As a result of reading Srila 
Prabhupada's books, a devotee 
would join the movement. He 
would get all his knowledge from 
Srila Prabhupada, follow all of 
Srila Prabhupada's disciplines and 
rules, and serve Srila Prabhupada 
by following the instructions 
Srila Prabhupada gave, and then 
get delivered spiritually by Srila 
Prabhupada. 

b) Senior devotees, such as 
GBCs, temple presidents and 
rltviks, would simply help bring 
such persons to Srila Prabhupada's 
lotus feet, by training them, initi- 
ating them as Srila Prabhupada's 
disciples, giving classes, preach- 
ing, and engaging them in Srila 
Prabhupada's service, while Srila 
Prabhupada would actually be 
engaging them in Krishna's serv- 
ice and taking them to Krishna. 
Many devotees would never meet 
or even see Srila Prabhupada. 

c) Most initiation ceremonies 
were conducted often by em- 
powered representatives on be- 
half of Srila Prabhupada. At the 
ceremony the initiate is told that 
he is being initiated on behalf of 
Srila Prabhupada, by these em- 
powered representatives. 

ISKCON today 

The situation today in ISKCON 
is the same as above, and we 
present the evidence for this be- 
low: 

"ISKCON leaders shall teach 
that Srila Prabhupada's books 



and teachings are the founda- 
tion of the spiritual lives of all 
ISKCON members." 

(Law 405 (F), GBC Resolutions, 1999) 

"Therefore our responsibil- 
ity is to mediate between you 
and Srila Prabhupada, and Srila 
Prabhupada will take you to 
Krsna." 

(HH Bhakti Chaw Swami, Durban Disciples' 
Meeting, 7/4/2006) 

"our responsibility is to help 
you approach the lotus feet 
of Srila Prabhupada, and Srila 
Prabhupada, as the pre-eminent 
acharya, takes you to Krsna and 
engages you in His service." 
(HH Bhakti Charu Swami, Text 
PAMH0:1 3658994, 10/6/2007) 

"if you are surrendering to 
me, formalizing your surrender, 
then what kind of responsibili- 
ty do I have to you? It is to trans- 
mit your surrender to the insti- 
tution of ISKCON. Generally the 
guru transmits this to Krsna, 
but here I am not directly repre- 
senting Krsna. I am represent- 
ing Krsna through the via me- 
dium of Srila Prabhupada and 
ISKCON." 

(HH Bhakti Charu Swami, Durban Disciples' 
Meeting, 1/8/2007) 

"Everyone's spiritual life 
is actually anchored onto 
Srila Prabhupada [...] to Srila 
Prabhupada's mercy and 
Prabhupada is going to deliver 
them." 

(HH Bhakti Charu Swami, Toronto, 20/7/2003) 
Further, it is routine in initia- 
tion ceremonies today for the in- 
itiate to be told he is being initiat- 
ed "on behalf "of Srila Prabhupada, 
as the following report illustrates: 
"fifty candidates received 
initiation from His Holiness 
Radhanath Swami, a spiritual 
teacher and travelling monk [...] 
Radhanath Swami spoke to me 
as follows, "On behalf of Srila 
Prabhupada, I am honoured to 
give you the name Jagannath 
Sharan das."

Name-tag hoax 

During the pre-1978 scenar- 
io, Srila Prabhupada was func- 
tioning as the diksha, or initiating, 
guru (and main siksha, or instruct- 
ing, guru), with all others acting, 
at best, as assistant siksha gurus: 

"The GBC should all be the 
instructor gurus. I am in the in- 
itiator guru, and you should be 
the instructor guru by teaching 
what I am teaching and doing 
what I am doing. This is not a ti- 
tle, but you must actually come 
to this platform." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, August 4th, 
1975) 

Though the functions of Srila 
Prabhupada and his disciples to- 
day have remained the same, with 
his disciples simply "teaching and 
doing" what Srila Prabhupada 
taught and did, the GBC has de- 
cided to exchange name-tags. 
Those who are actually, at best, 
only assistant siksha gurus as- 
sisting the diksha guru, are now 
called diksha gurus, while Srila 
Prabhupada is now considered 
at best to be acting only as siksha 
guru. This name-chanae is the 
key to the whole hoax, because 
simply as a result of the change in 
title, but not activity or function, 
ISKCON's followers have accepted: 

a) Those who were actually at 
best assistant siksha gurus, have 
magically turned into diksha gu- 
rus. 

b) Srila Prabhupada who is ac- 
tually the diksha guru, is magically 
no longer the diksha guru. 

c) Those calling themselves 
diksha gurus have now been con- 
ferred all the benefits, honour and 
worship that previously belonged 
to Srila Prabhupada. 

So, essentially, a huge hoax, 
and the attendant grab of power 
and position has been based on 
something as simple and silly as 
changing name-tags. 

Even a child can see 

If the milkman and mail- 




man decided to play a trick on a 
child, with the milkman claiming 
he is the mailman, and the mail- 
man claiming he is the milkman, 
even an 8 year-old would not fall 
for such a stupid trick. Because he 
would see that the milkman, re- 
gardless of what he is calling him- 
self, still delivers the milk, not the 
mail, and the mailman, regard- 
less of what he is calling himself, 
still delivers the mail, not the milk. 
Similarly, today Srila Prabhupada 
alone is still delivering every- 
one in ISKCON, just as he did pre- 
1978. Indeed, the situation is so 
absurd that it reminds one of 
the story of "The Emperor's New 
Clothes", where everyone (apart 
from, ironically, a child) could see 
that the Emperor was wearing 
no clothes, but went along with 
the Emperor's hoax, simply to 
please the Emperor. In ISKCON's 
case, however, the situation is 
even more absurd, because the 
"Emperors" (ISKCON's diksha gu- 
rus) actually admit they have no 
clothes (they do nothing different 
to what they did pre-1978), and 
still everyone falls for it! 

Conclusion 

The guru hoax is basically 
nothing more than "ritviks" (of- 
ficiating priests) continuing as 
"ritviks", with the ritviks simply 
deciding to call themselves "dik- 
sha gurus". And through this 
simple device alone, they get 
treated and worshipped as such. 
Unfortunately, the words "brain- 
washed" and "gullible cult-mem- 
bers" immediately come to mind! 
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Fiction fever grips ISKCON 



In the last issue ofBTPwe report- 
ed on the growing and dan- 
gerous trend towards fictionalis- 
ing the Vedic teachings. We high- 
lighted in particular the free-for- 
all fiction-writing project of the 
Bhaktivedanta Book Trust (BBT) 
- an organisation originally es- 
tablished by Srila Prabhupada to 
publish and distribute his books 
exclusively; and the production, 
promotion and distribution with- 
in ISKCON of a multi-million dol- 
lar fantasy cartoon series of Lord 
Krishna, full of fictionalised "pas- 
times" not mentioned in Srila 
Prabhupada's books. Earlier in 
BTP 1 1 we noted the "gopi-bhava" 
deviation of ISKCON GBC guru HH 
Sivarama Swami ("SRS"), who 
not only wrote about the confi- 
dential "gopi" pastimes of Krishna 
and His maidservants, but fiction- 
alised them as well, all contrary to 
Srila Prabhupada's instructions: 

"The first poetic license, 
therefore, was to induce the 
fictional characters Syamalata 
and Nava-sakhi. As a conse- 
quence of this decision, these 
literary characters interact with 
real historical persons such as 
Radha and Krsna". 
(SRS, Naparaye 'ham, p.1 9) 

Sivarama Swami's gopi fiction 

Yet, the deviancy of introduc- 
ing imaginative speculations into 
the philosophy of Krishna con- 
sciousness has not only been in- 
troduced, but continues to ex- 
pand unabated. In his recent 
book, Suddha Bhakti-Cintamani, 
SRS continues to be at the fore- 
front of publishing and distribut- 
ing such gopi fiction literature. 

In this book he writes about 
imagining what it is to become a 
gopi, whilst again admitting that 
the contents are all made-up, full 
of his own imaginations superim- 
posed on the sacred pastimes of 
the Lord and His associates: 

"Acyutananda [...] remem- 
bered how the Divine Couple 



[...] with the gopis [...] he re- 
membered how Krsna and His 
princess [...] Their girlfriends 
in the ecstasy [...] He saw the 
Divine Couple surrounded by 
gopis, who [...] He also saw, 
somewhat distant from the 
scene, one young gopi whom he 
knew to be himself [...] he per- 
ceived himself as a gopi serving 
Radha and Krsna in Vraja" 
(SRS, Suddha-Bhakti Cintamani, pp.740, 
742, 743) 

NOTE: To avoid the spiritual contam- 
ination of our readers, we have deliber- 
ately reproduced just enough description 
to prove the subject matter written about. 

"Acyutananda Dasa is a fic- 
tional character, as are the oth- 
er personalities, places (oth- 
er than the holy dhamas), and 
events in this narrative." 
(Suddha Bhakti-Cintamani, p. 699) 

Yet, Srila Prabhupada has 
heavily condemned one imagin- 
ing oneself to be a gopi: 

"So to endeavor to become 
gopis, that is also Mayavadi, 
that "I shall become gopis." No. 
You have to become the servant 
of the servant of the servant of 
gopis." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, October 2nd, 
1976) 

"Unfortunately, most peo- 
ple do not hear the Srimad- 
Bhagavatam from authoritative 
sources. They hear only from 
professional reciters. Therefore 
they remain materially dis- 
eased, full of lusty desires. Some 
become sahajiya, pretending to 
be Krishna and Radharani and 
Her gopi friends." 
{A Second Chance, chapter 16) 

Ultimate debauchery 

In BTP 19, we observed how 
SRS had degraded from simply 
fictionalising accounts of Radha 
and Krishna's pastimes with the 
gopis, to actually imitating the 
gopis in real life in their vows and 
worship. And now he has ex- 



panded into openly expressing 
what it is to imagine to be a gopi. 
To grasp just how deviant such 
activities and consciousness are, 
even the GBC, in a rare moment of 
support for Srila Prabhupada's in- 
structions, issued an edict outlaw- 
ing such "gopi" tendencies: 

"The recent proliferation 
in ISKCON of literature focus- 
ing on "rasika-bhakti," inti- 
mate Radha-Krsna Ma, and oth- 
er subject matters suitable only 
for highly advanced souls, rep- 
resents a departure from Srila 
Prabhupada's orders and ob- 
structs the smooth spiritual 
progress of ISKCON devotees. 
ISKCON members should there- 
fore avoid collecting, reading, 
discussing, or distributing such 
literature." 
(Resolution No. 73, GBC Resolutions 1995) 

Indeed, Srila Prabhupada con- 
demned such "gopi" imitation in 
no uncertain terms as "debauch- 
ery": 

"It is not that to imitate 
gopis. That is sahajiya. That is 
sahajiya. [...] Don't try to imi- 
tate. That is sahajiya." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, June 11th, 1976) 

Prabhupada: "They want to 
utilize the love affairs of Krishna 
and gopis for their debauchery. 
That is a support for their de- 
bauchery. That is sahajiya." 

Tamala Krishna: "That's the 
meaning of sahajiya!' 

Prabhupada: "Yes." 
(Morning Walk Conversation, June 7th, 
1976) 

Usual hypocrisy 

We have noted previously 
that Kali-yuga, the current age in 
which we live, is characterised as 
being full of hypocrisy, and that 
this hypocrisy is epitomised by 
ISKCON's guru hoaxers and their 
supporters. Consequently, it is 
no surprise to find that SRS him- 
self quotes Srila Prabhupada con- 
demning such premature gopi

tendencies in Suddha Bhakti- 
Cintamani, the very same book in 
which he has manufactured his 
own gopi-bhava fiction: 

"The Gopi-bhava Club 
Controversy 

Srila Prabhupada wrote [...] 
'Here in Los Angeles, we have 
found that there is a group of 
about 40 devotees who pri- 
vately meet to discuss the inti- 
mate pastimes artificially think- 
ing that they can enter into the 
understanding of the gopis pre- 
maturely. This will create hav- 
oc in our society, and the re- 
sult will be that if this is allowed 
to go on, our preaching work 
will be greatly hampered." (SPL 
Nitai, Los Angeles, 7 June 1976) 
[...] When Srila Prabhupada fi- 
nally met representatives of the 
Gopi-bhava club, he compared 
their attempt to focus exclu- 
sively on the gopis to the "jump- 
ing of monkeys"" 
(SRS, Suddha-Bhakti Cintamani, pp 554- 
555) 

As we had pointed out in 
BTP 11, SRS was himself a lead- 
ing member of the resurrect- 
ed Narayana Maharaja-led Gopi- 
bhava club in the 1990s - and it 
certainly looks like he has every 
intention of remaining in it! 

Conclusion 

According to Srila Prabhupada, 
SRS's condemned fiction is creat- 
ing havoc in ISKCON - and that's 
on top of all the other havoc he 
and the other guru hoaxers have 
already created by kicking Srila 
Prabhupada out as ISKCON's guru.

Demigod worship expansion 

We had previously quoted 
ISKCON guru HH Jayadvaita 
Swami agreeing with the IRM that: 
"ISKCON has gone from be- 
ing beyond Hinduism to be- 
ing -- very much Hindu! [...] 
Temples once the exclusive hold 
of Gaura-Nitai & Radha-Krishna 
now are dominated by murtis 
of demigods. In some quarters 
ISKCON has undergone consid- 
erable Indianisation." 
(HH Jayadvaita Swami, ISKCON Studies 
Conference, July 28th, 2007, Italy) 

As BTP has reported, ISKCON 
centres in Hungary, Switzerland, 
Germany, North America and 
India have all promoted demigod 
worship, against the teachings 
of Srila Prabhupada (see BTP 19, 
"Srila Prabhupada speaks out on 
demigod worship in ISKCON"). To 
this list we can now add ISKCON's 
world headquarters in Mayapur, 
India, and ISKCON Tokyo. In 
Mayapur, a goddess temple is be- 
ing constructed: 

"The construction will be 
under the guidance and super- 
vision of His Grace Jananivas 
Prabhu, the head pujari of Sri 
Mayapur Candrodya Mandir. 
It is dedicated to that great 
Vaishnavi of the Lord, Srimati 
Simantini Devi, who is none 
other than Srimati Parvati Devi. 
She will perform the function 
of accepting prasada before 
distributing, as Vimala Devi in 
Puri Dham. I am attaching two 
pictures to give an idea of the 
beauty and size of the murti and 
this wonderful temple." 
(ISKCON Mayapur, June 14th, 2010) 

In Tokyo, the plans for a new 
Radha-Krishna ISKCON temple 
are being finalised. We are told 
that various Deities will grace 
the temple's "Vedic Cultural 
Center", including "Sri Durga- 
devi, Sri Ganesh, Sri Saraswati- 
devi, Sri Shiva-Parvati-Ganesh- 
Kartikeya-Nandi." 

The reason for establishing

such a temple is openly admit- 
ted by the ISKCON management 
in Tokyo: 

"With Indian population in- 
creasing in Japan, temple is 
necessary to satisfy their spir- 
itual needs. [...] People need 
to do rituals in their family: 
Naam-karan, Mundan, Anna- 
praashan, birthdays, weddings, 
etc. Temple can facilitate these 
rituals [...] PROJECT COST: 185 
million yen" 
(ISKCON Japan, June 2nd, 2010) 

Thus the reason for such a 
temple is nothing to do with 
spreading Krishna consciousness 
and Srila Prabhupada's teachings, 
but rather to cater to the needs 
of the local Indian population by 
introducing demigod worship 
and Hindu rituals - both of which 
Srila Prabhupada was strongly op- 
posed to happening in ISKCON: 

"You know that we have re- 
fused even the Hindu people to 
hold demigod worship in our 
temple [...] As a matter of fact, we 
should not allow anyone to hold 
any function in our temple, oth- 
erwise than Vaisnava principle." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 10/10/1968) 

"Some Hindus are support- 
ing. I don't want a Hindu temple. 
Our constitution is different. We 
want everyone. Krsna conscious- 
ness is for everyone. It is not a 
Hindu propaganda." 
(Srila Prabhupada Meeting, 9/6/1969) 

"If we divert our attention to 
worship other demigods, then 
our faith in Krishna will be flicker- 
ing [...] there is no scope for wor- 
shipping any other demigods." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 29/1/1970)

COMING TO 
PRABHUPADA

I was born in a modest or work- 
ing class surrounding, in La 
Rochelle, France, which is a very 
touristy town on the Atlantic 
Ocean side. I would say it is a 
spiritually poor place, but some- 
how three Srila Prabhupada disci- 
ples - Prasannatma prabhu, Jagat- 
Srestha prabhu my brother, and 
myself, took birth in this place. 
My father was a joiner-cabinet 
maker, and my parents believed 
in God but did not follow any 
spiritual practice. I was baptised 
a Christian, and had always be- 
lieved in God in spite of my fam- 
ily apparently not being interest- 
ed in spiritual values. 

Since I had believed in God 
since my childhood, I always had a 
hard time getting involved in the 
materialistic way of life. I was ap- 
palled by the hypocrisy and ego- 
ism of the people in general, but 
especially when it was coming 
from those who were supposed to 
be our leaders. At the same time, 
the vicissitudes of material life 
were really painful. My only relief 
was praying to Lord Jesus in the 
evening. In my late teenage years 
I went to London where I flirt- 
ed with different groups and dif- 
ferent impersonal philosophies. I 
was eager to know the truth, but I 
remained dissatisfied and kind of 
frustrated. 

In 1972, I met the devotees 
chanting on Oxford Street. Seeing 
them was a pleasant surprise. I 
thought to myself at the time that: 
"This chanting party is bold. It's 
just like a huge punch to the ma- 
terialistic society. I want to be like 
them." Each time I saw the devo- 
tees, even when shopping or an- 



ything else, I used to follow them 
to observe their behaviour, I was 
so eager to be like them. One day 
a devotee give me the book Raja 
Vidya - The King of Knowledge. It 
was exactly what I was looking for. 
Seeing Srila Prabhupada's picture 
on the back cover I thought to 
myself: "He is my guide." This first 
contact with Srila Prabhupada 
was to prove decisive for me, as 
I was greatly overawed by what 
I read in his book. I read oth- 
er books and was attracted by 
the perfect and complete phi- 
losophy that I could read in Srila 
Prabhupada's books. The person- 
ality of Srila Prabhupada, his true 
message as the representative of 
the disciplic succession, fascinat- 
ed me greatly. I knew that some- 
day I would join ISKCON - 1 had no 
choice! However, due to my need 
for independence, this surrender 
would still take me 3 years, since 
at the time I was not ready to sur- 
render immediately, and contin- 
ued to read other books on im- 
personalist philosophy. So over 
the course of the next 3 years I vis- 
ited the temple in London, which 
at the time was in Bury Place, eve- 
ry Sunday many times. 

In 1975, I learned that the 
devotees had bought a farm in 
France (later to be called "New 
Mayapura"), and I immediately 
wanted to join to be able to lis- 
ten to French classes, and also de- 
velop the rural project because 
I knew that this project was very 
dear to Srila Prabhupada's heart 
in order to teach the conditioned 
souls how to live simply by cul- 



tivating not only the earth, but 
also high thinking. So I went and 
joined full-time by moving into 
New Mayapura in 1 975. One thing 
which helped me to join was the 
feeling of brotherhood with the 
devotees. It was like I had final- 
ly found my real family, and I felt 
great relief. Also Srila Prabhupada 
used to point out the importance 
of farming in order to show a pos- 
itive alternative to society at large, 
and this concept of "simple living" 
also appealed to me. 

At the beginning of 1 976, just 
before my first initiation, I went to 
Brittany with other young devo- 
tees, including my brother, to dis- 
tribute the first French Bhagavad- 
gita. I then met Srila Prabhupada 
when he came to New Mayapura 
in July/August 1976. When I saw 
him and heard him for the first 
time, I had the clear feeling that 
he was not among us, but with 
Krishna in the spiritual realm. His 
physical body seemed like a loud- 
speaker, with himself actually re- 
siding with Krishna in Krishna 
loka. Up until the time Srila 
Prabhupada physically departed, I 
was fully engaged in either doing 
book distribution or agricultural 
work in New Mayapura. 

However, after Srila Prabhupada's 
physical disappearance I be- 
came disillusioned. Starting from 
the summer of 1978, the "zon- 
al acharya" for New Mayapura, 
Bhagavan Das, asked to be wor- 
shipped as the direct representa- 
tive of Sri Hari (Krishna) and every- 
thing changed. Srila Prabhupada 
was cast aside, and all the new-

comers had to worship and sur- 
render to the representative of 
Srila Prabhupada. Deep down it 
was hard for me to accept that 
someone could remove Srila 
Prabhupada and take his place. 
I knew intuitively it was not a 
succession, but a replacement. 
However there was a climate of 
fear, and not many were willing 
to speak out, and therefore it was 
not possible to share one's doubts 
with anyone. Rather, the only op- 
tion for me seemed to be to leave. 

Later on after I got mar- 
ried, I began to live outside New 
Mayapur, and then went with my 
wife and children to live in the 
South of France. I later returned 
to New Mayapur, and in this way, I 
left and returned to New Mayapur 
3 or 4 times over the years. During 
this time I continued with agri- 
cultural work and book distribu- 
tion, and also became assistant 
bhakta leader at New Mayapura. I 
also helped run a preaching cent- 
er inToulouse, and then also went 
preaching to the partly French 
speaking countries in Mauritius 
and the Reunion Islands. 

In 1985, Srila Prabhupada's 
disciples were planning a meet- 
ing in "New Vrindavana", the 
Krishna commune in the US state 
of West Virginia, to try and resolve 
the guru issue, which later be- 
came known as the famous "New 
Vrindavana meetings". I was will- 
ing to go there in order to know 
more about what was going on 
in ISKCON. When Bhagavan heard 
this, he called me and told me 
that if I went to this meeting then 
I would be kicked out. 

Being at this time fully de- 
pendent on the temple, I was 
forced to succumb to the threat 
and stayed. However, I did not 
wish to continue participat- 
ing in Bhagavan Dasa's guru-pu- 
ja (worship), which at the time 
was a regular practice for even 
the Prabhupada disciples, and 
this eventually led to me getting 
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kicked out from New Mayapura. It 
also became clear to me that the 
practices and people in the tem- 
ple would not change easily, and 
so I ended up finally cutting my 
relationship with what I called the 
"shadow of ISKCON". 

For a few months, I really 
felt increasingly alone. I was re- 
morseful because being married 
and the father of 3 children, New 
Mayapura was a kind of shelter, 
and giving up the association of 
the devotees was painful at the 
beginning. I found some relief 
when I joined some dissenting 
devotees living in the South of 
France. 

Finding myself exiled in the 
South of France with many dis- 
senting devotees, I did not know 
how to express my ideas on the 
guru issue and the position of 
Srila Prabhupada. Though all of 
the devotees including myself 
agreed that there was a problem 
within ISKCON, most of them did 
not want to go too far in attacking 
the system for fear of making "of- 
fenses", or were trying to find a so- 
lution with the Gaudiya Matha in- 
stitution. I myself was not interest- 
ed in going to the Gaudiya Matha, 
since I wished to remain obedi- 
ent to Srila Prabhupada. When I 
was talking to the other devotees, 
most of them used to say they ac- 
cept Srila Prabhupada, but they 
accept as well the other ISKCON 
gurus or those of the Gaudiya 
Matha. I, however, was looking for 
a solution which would keep Srila 
Prabhupada alone in the centre. 

The situation began to be- 
come clear and hopeful for me 
when some years later a devotee 
gave me a paper on the guru is- 
sue. In this paper one devotee was 
challenging HH Gaura Govinda

Swami ("GGS") who was ques- 
tioning the spiritual and transcen- 
dental value of Srila Prabhupada 
and his teachings. GGS was say- 
ing that we needed someone "liv- 
ing" to explain the teachings, and 
that Srila Prabhupada's books and 
tapes were not enough. I was very 
shocked and upset because I had 
not heard anything like that from 
Srila Prabhupada's mouth, and 
Srila Prabhupada for me is the ab- 
solute authority in regard to the 
message of the Vedas. 

The person who wrote this ar- 
ticle was Krishnakant, the founder 
of the ISKCON Revival Movement 
(IRM), and its objective and pen- 
etrating analysis of the subject 
gave me heart, and made me 
think there was a solution to the 
whole problem, and immediately 
I felt relief. I read more of his pa- 
pers and I saw that this devotee 
was understanding and express- 
ing in detail all the flaws in the 
many speculative philosophies on 
the guru issue. Then a few months 
later by the mercy of Krishna I was 
able to read The Final Order and 
Back To Prabhupada magazine. 
The sentiments which I had re- 
garding Srila Prabhupada's posi- 
tion being usurped in ISKCON had 



now been given a detailed philo- 
sophical explanation, with a clear 
solution, all clearly documented 
and based on Srila Prabhupada's 
instructions. I did not know how 
Srila Prabhupada wanted his 
movement to be organised after 
his departure, and that is why I'm 
so grateful towards Krishnakant 
prabhu for the important service 
he continues to perform to edu- 
cate and gather sincere people at 
the lotus feet of Srila Prabhupada 
alone. I was also thinking it would 
be nice to meet this person, be- 
cause he is so keen in defend- 
ing Srila Prabhupada's position. 
I could also see now that the 
ISKCON which was established by 
Srila Prabhupada was being re- 
vived, and this brought me great 
joy, after having seen the move- 
ment degenerating for so many 
years. I thus became keen to want 
to take part in the IRM, since now 
there was finally an organisation 
dedicated to fighting for Srila 
Prabhupada that I could join and 
support. To this end, in 2005, my- 
self and some other French devo- 
tees invited some IRM devotees to 
the South of France, and this visit 
was very beneficial for all. 

I have been living in the South

of France for 1 1 years now. My in- 
terest in "simple living" which had 
attracted me to the movement 
still remains, and I maintain sever- 
al gardens to support myself. 

The area in which I live is 
close to the Pyrenees mountains, 
and the area is full of truth seek- 
ers and people into "alternative" 
living, and there are also sever- 
al families of devotees. Many of 
them had left ISKCON, disgust- 
ed by the obvious hypocrisy of 
the ISKCON leaders, with most of 
them then going to the Gaudiya 
Matha to get re-initiated. I try my 
best to bring everyone to Srila 
Prabhupada's lotus feet, distrib- 
uting BTPs, as well as organising 
programs. Unfortunately, many 
devotees have had so many bad 
experiences and been cheated 
so many times, that they are very 
jaded and not interested in the 
true path when it finally comes 
along. This is a very sad situation. 
However, I feel so fortunate to be 
connected to Srila Prabhupada, 
and feel sorry for others' misfor- 
tune at not being able to accept 
Srila Prabhupada as the one who 
will bring them back to the lotus 
feet of Radha and Krsna. Hence I 
try to dedicate my life to sharing 
my good fortune with others.

It follows that if our position is completely logical, then the GBC's position, which is contrary to our position, must be illogical. To rationalise such a 
situation, the GBC takes shelter in the fact that the Absolute Truth cannot be arrived at via logic alone. This is true. But as Srila Prabhupada explains 
below, this does not mean the philosophy of Krishna consciousness is illogical. Rather it is actually completely logical, and must be accepted 
unless superior logic can be presented, and logic must be used in defeating any opposing philosophies. 



We are completely logical 

"Don't accuse that we are il- 
logical, don't accuse. We are logi- 
cal, completely logical. [...] I have 
dedicated my life for this purpose. 
I am touring all over the world giv- 
ing this knowledge. It is sound log- 
ic. If you don't accept, you must give 
better logic, what you know. Don't 
think we are going under senti- 
ment. Don't think like that. We have 
got sound logic." 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, 2/9/1973) 

We must understand with 
logic 

"The Visndutas, like all genuine 
servants of God, understood every- 
thing according to logic and reason. 
The instructions of Krsna are not 
meaningless dogma. Religion of- 
ten gives rise to dogmatism, but the 
author of Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, 
Srila Krsnadasa Kaviraja, urges us 
to try to understand Lord Caitanya 
and the philosophy of Krsna con- 
sciousness according to logic. In 
other words, do not follow blind- 
ly, on the basis of sentiment alone. 
One who fails to apply logic can 
easily be misled by unscrupulous 



persons." 

(A Second Chance, Chapter 14) 

"Vicara means you just try 
to understand the gift of Lord 
Caitanya by logic, vicara. Don't fol- 
low blindly. Following blindly some- 
thing, that is not good. That will not 
stay. But one should take everything 
with logic. But the servants of God, 
they put everything in logic. [...] So 
one should be intelligent to under- 
stand the philosophy of Krishna or 
philosophy of Lord Caitanya with 
logic and argument." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 6/1/1971) 

"It is sometimes misunderstood 
that if one has to associate with per- 
sons engaged in devotional service, 
he will not be able to solve the eco- 
nomic problem. To answer this ar- 
gument, it is described here that 
one has to associate with liberated 
persons not directly, physically, but 
by understanding, through philoso- 
phy and logic, the problems of life." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam, 3.31 .48, purport) 

"The Lord imparted instruc- 
tions with full senses, and Arjuna 
received them with full senses, and 
thus there was a perfect exchange 
of sensible and logical understand- 
ing between the master and the 



disciple. Spiritual understanding 
is nothing like an electrical charge 
from the master to the disciple [. . .] 
Everything is full of sense and logic, 
[...] one should receive the teach- 
ing of Lord Caitanya with intellect 
and full senses so that one can logi- 
cally understand the great mission." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam, 2.3.20, purport) 

"One should understand the 
principles of religion with philoso- 
phy and logic. We are claiming col- 
lege students, university students, 
because we are presenting religion 
on the basis of philosophy and log- 
ic. We are not blindly following." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 20/7/1968) 

Preachers must use logic 

"Similarly, those who are Krishna 
conscious should also kill - not by 
weapons but by logic, by reasoning, 
and by education. [...] They should be 
killed by argument, reasoning, and 
scientific spiritual understanding." 
(Teachings of Queen Kunti, chapter 24) 

"This is the duty of a sannya- 
si. If he is actually advanced and so 
ordered by his spiritual master, he 
should preach Krsna with logic and 
understanding, and if he is not so 
advanced he should not accept the

It is indeed true that initia- 
tion can only be taken from a 
pure devotee: "Any person [...] 
must seek out a bona fide spiritu- 
al master and take shelter of him 
by initiation [...] Therefore one must 
take shelter of a pure devotee." 
{Srimad-Bhagavatam 5.14.41, purport) 

That pure devotee for ISKCON 
is Srila Prabhupada. 

It is farcical that the devo- 
tee you mention denies Srila 
Prabhupada's signed July 9th, 
1977 directive which establishes 
Srila Prabhupada as the sole dik- 
sha guru of ISKCON. In fact, not 
only is it farcical, it is downright 
fatal for one's spiritual life to claim 
that a document issued by Srila 
Prabhupada is "against the scrip- 
tures". 

As you correctly state, myriad 
numbers of devotees have been 
hoodwinked by ISKCON's guru 
hoax.

Spreading lies about Srila 
Prabhupada is not the same as 
spreading his glories!

(Sri Caitanya-caritamrta, Madhya-lila 1 .218, 
purport) 

"Unfortunately, when the 
acarya disappears, rogues and 
non-devotees take advantage 
and immediately begin to intro- 
duce unauthorized principles 
in the name of so-called swa- 
mis, yogis, philanthropists, wel- 
fare workers and so on. [...] The 
perfect disciples of the acarya 
try to relieve the situation by 
sincerely following the instruc- 
tions of the spiritual master." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam 4.28.48, purport) 

Clearly, those who have dis- 
obeyed Srila Prabhupada and 
usurped his position as guru qual- 
ify as being such "jealous per- 
sons". We can therefore trust in 
Srila Prabhupada and his instruc- 
tions, and listen to his bhajans, kir- 
tans and lectures, of which there 
are many. We should not, how- 
ever, trust, follow or listen to 
those who are not following Srila 
Prabhupada.

Editor replies: 

1) Nothing we have published 
is untrue, and the path of dharma or 
truthfulness is not offensive. If we 
were speaking lies, then you would 
be justified in saying that the mag- 
azine is offensive. 

2) Pointing out the faults in 
ISKCON is necessary so that one 
may not be captured by the guru 
hoax: 

"So we have to expose them. 
[...] Not only scientific, all polit- 
ical things, social things, every- 
thing. [. . .] This should be our pro- 
gram." 

(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, May 3rd, 
1973) 

3) The fact that the entire mag- 
azine is dedicated to defending and 
promoting Srila Prabhupada's real 
teachings is itself glorifying Srila 
Prabhupada, and hence the Lord, in 
devotion: 

"You'll praise your Guru 
Maharaja.

Below we present the Chairman 
of thelndian Regional Governing 
Body of ISKCON, Pancaratna Das 
("PRD"), being forced to em- 
ploy wholesale cheating tech- 
niques to counter the IRM's po- 
sition that Srila Prabhupada ap- 
pointed ritviks (officiating priests) 
rather than diksha guru succes- 
sors. Statements from PRD, which 
are mainly his commentary on the 
May 28th, 1977 conversation, are 
highlighted in bold text, with ex- 
tracts from the May 28th conver- 
sation he comments on, high- 
lighted in the orange tinted pan- 
els, and our comments follow un- 
der in normal text. 

1. Assumption 

"The July 9th letter specifi- 
cally deals with the now and not 
the future." 

PRD opens with the standard 
GBC technique of just assuming 
the very proposition which needs 
to proven. That the application 
of the July 9th, 1977 directive in 
ISKCON was specifically restrict- 
ed to Srila Prabhupada's physical 
presence, is what the GBC actual- 
ly needs to prove, not just assume. 

2. Mind-reading 

Satsvarupa:"Then our next ques- 
tion concerns initiations in the fu- 
ture, particularly at that time 
when you're no longer with us. 
We want to know how first and 
second initiation would be con- 
ducted." 

Prabhupada: "Yes. I shall recom- 
mend some of you." 

"Not in future, now while He 
is present." 

Satsvarupa asks a ques- 
tion particularly for when Srila 
Prabhupada is not physically 
present. PRD claims without any 
basis, other than being able to 
read Srila Prabhupada's mind, that 
Srila Prabhupada decides to do 
the exact opposite, and answer 
the question for the time period 
he is particularly not asked about. 



3. Future means present 

"After this is settled up, I shall rec- 
ommend some of you to act as of- 
ficiating acharyas!' 

"HDG* is talking about now, 
officiating acaryas now, not the 
future. The above is not yet the 
answer to Satsvarup's question. 
Srila Prabhupada is giving the 
initial system as to how things 
will work, while he is present." 

PRD continues asserting that 
Srila Prabhupada decides to an- 
swer the opposite of what he 
was asked, speaking about the 
present when he is actually asked 
about the future. 
*"His Divine Grace", Srila Prabhupada 

4. Fabrication 

Tamala Krishna: "Is that called 
Ritvik-AcaryaV 
Prabhupada: "Ritvik, yes." 
Satsvarupa: "Then what is the 
relationship of that person who 
gives the initiation and the. .." 
Prabhupada: "He's guru. He's 
guru." 

"He is Officiating Acarya 
now but will be regular after SP 
leaves". 

PRD claims that the ritviks 
Srila Prabhupada will appoint will 
magically transform into diksha 
gurus after his departure, even 
though NONE of this is stated by 
Srila Prabhupada. 

5. Invention 



Satsvarupa: "But he does it on 
your behalf." 

Prabhupada: "Yes. That is formal- 
ity. Because in my presence one 
should not become guru, so on 
my behalf, on my order... Amara 
ajnaya guru hana. Be actually 
guru, but by my order." 

"Because for formality one 
cannot be Guru while I am here 
so I order you as Officiating 
Acharya while I am here but af- 
ter as Regular Guru." 



Again PRD just invents what 
he would like Srila Prabhupada 
to state, even though there is no 
mention of "while I am here but 
after as regular guru". 

6. "Yes" means "no" 

Satsvarupa: "So they may also be 
considered your disciples." 
Prabhupada: "Yes, they are disci- 
ples. Why consider? Who?" 

"Those initiated now are 
disciples of Srila Prabhupada 
and those initiated in the future 
are disciples of the Officiating 
Acarya after HDG leaves" 

Srila Prabhupada is asked if 
the disciples are HIS - "So they 
may also be considered YOUR dis- 
ciples". Though Srila Prabhupada 
says "Yes", PRD would have us be- 
lieve that what Srila Prabhupada 
actually means is that they are 
NOT his disciples, but the disci- 
ples of the ritviks after he departs! 

7. Change the question 

Tamala Krishna: "No, he's asking 
that these Ritvik-Acaryas, they're 
officiating, giving diksha. Their... 
The people who they give diksha 
to, whose disciple are they?" 

"The people who THEY GIVE 
DIKSHA TO, this means in the 
future when HDG is no longer 
with us, now HDG is answering 
Satsvarupa's question". 

PRD claims that when Srila 
Prabhupada is asked a question 
by Tamala Krishna, he is actual- 
ly answering a different question 
posed by Satsvarupa! 

8. Change the answer 

Prabhupada: "They're his disci- 
ple." 

Tamala Krishna: "They're his dis- 
ciple." 
Prabhupada: "Who is initiating." 

"Are you talking about Me or 
the Offkating Acharya. You said 
"the people they give Diksha To, 



whose disciples are they?" 

An answer "Who is initiating" 
to Tamala's question, has now 
been transformed by PRD into 
Srila Prabhupada actually asking 
Tamala a question about what he 
is being asked! 

9. Change the English 
language 

Prabhupada: "He is grand disci- 
ple." 

Satsvarupa: "Yes." 
Tamala Krishna: "That's clear." 
Satsvarupa: "Then we have a 
question concer..." 
Prabhupada: "When I order, "You 
become guru," he becomes reg- 
ular guru. That's all. He becomes 
disciple of my disciple. That's it." 

"Srila Prabhupada is actual- 
ly ordering for Regular Guru but 
as he is still present, for formali- 
ty, they will be called Officiating 
Acaryas". 

Srila Prabhupada says "when I 
order", but PRD tells us this means 
"actually ordering", and therefore 
Srila Prabhupada is using another 
English language. 



Conclusion 

PRD has engaged in 9 different 
cheating techniques of: assump- 
tion, mind-reading, future means 
present, fabrication, invention,"yes 
means no"and changing the ques- 
tion, the answer and the English 
language, by which he attempts to 
change Srila Prabhupada's words. 
By applying such cheating tech- 
niques to any set of statements, 
one can literally prove whatever 
is required, even the opposite of 
what Srila Prabhupada has stated. 
This indeed is cheating of the low- 
est order, and the fact that one is 
forced to employ such supreme 
cheating when attempting to re- 
spond to the IRM's position, mere- 
ly demonstrates just how irrefuta- 
ble that position must be.

Whether they are broadcast- 
ing climbdowns that are in 
agreement with the IRM's philos- 
ophy (see BTP 27's "ISKCON climb- 
down special" issue), or are try- 
ing to wriggle their way out of 
agreeing with the IRM altogeth- 
er, ISKCON's GBC members in- 
evitably end up trapped in sup- 
porting the IRM's position that 
Srila Prabhupada is ISKCON's only 
diksha (initiating) guru! Below 
we see GBC guru hoaxer HH 
Sivarama Swami ("SRS") unwit- 
tingly promoting the IRM's mani- 
festo in his podcast of 28th June 
2010. SRS's statements appear in 
the tinted panels. 

Trapped by guru colleague 

"Our whole principle is that 
Krishna says, "tad viddhi prani- 
patena pariprasnena sevaya", 
"You approach a spiritual mas- 
ter," and "upadeksyanti tejnan- 
am jnaninas tattva-darsinah". 
He will 'tattva-darsi', he will 
show you the truth. When he's 
showing you truth he will take 
you to Krishna." 

SRS answers that the diksha 
guru we must accept, as men- 
tioned in Bhagavad-gita 4:34, is 
the person who will "take you to 
Krishna". In stating this, SRS is im- 
mediately trapped by his GBC and 
guru colleague HH Bhakti Cham 
Swami ("BCS"), whom SRS accepts 
as a bona fide spiritual master. 
Putting SRS's statements togeth- 
er with the statements of BCS, we 
get: 

SRS: The diksha guru will take 
you to Krishna (above). 

BCS: "I cannot lead you to 
Krsna." (BCS Istagosthi, March 28th, 2006) 

BCS: "Srila Prabhupada will 
take you to Krsna." (BCS, Durban 
Disciples' Meeting, April 7th, 2006) 

This means, according to SRS 
and BCS: 

- BCS is not a diksha guru. 

- Srila Prabhupada is the dik- 
sha guru. 



Trapped by GBC 

"The spiritual master's main re- 
sponsibility is, "tasmad gurum 
prapadyeta jijnasuh sreya ut- 
tamam", "samit-panih srotriyam 
brahma-nistham", istotransferto 
you transcendental knowledge. 
He teaches you. He's a teacher." 

According to the GBC, and 
hence SRS, since he is himself a 
GBC member, the guru who teach- 
es us and transfers to us the most 
knowledge is Srila Prabhupada: 

"b. Srila Prabhupada's in- 
structions are the essential 
teachings for every ISKCON 
devotee." 

(GBC Resolution No. 35, founder-Acarya 
Statement, 1994) 

"ISKCON's founder-ocaryo, 
Srila Prabhupada, is the preem- 
inent and compulsory siksa-gu- 
ru for all vaisnavas (gurus and 
disciples) in the Society, who 
may directly receive empow- 
erment from him through alle- 
giance to his teachings." 
(GBC Resolution No. 409. [Vision and Goal] 
Principles concerning various kinds of gu- 
rus, 1999) 

"This pure transcendental 
knowledge, delivered without 
alteration, uplifts the condi- 
tioned souls to the platform of 
devotional service and cleanses 
sinful desires from their hearts. 
Such uplifting knowledge is 
called divyajnana, and its trans- 
mission is called siksa. This di- 
vyajnana is the principle active 
ingredient of diksa" 
(GBC Resolution No. 404 [Vision and Goal] 
Definitions of Guru and DivyaJnana, 1999) 

So again SRS has unwitting- 
ly ended up claiming that Srila 
Prabhupada is actually the diksha 
guru we have to accept and sur- 
render to, as advised by Krishna in 
the Bhagavad-gita, who takes us 
to Krishna. 

Trapped by himself 

"... those personalities who are 
no longer physically manifest 



[...] all of these personalities act 
only when one has actually ac- 
cepted a spiritual master." 

SRS now states the diksha 
guru we must accept is not a non- 
physically manifest personality 
such as Srila Prabhupada. 

So desperate is SRS to ensure 
he promotes a "physically mani- 
fest" personality such as himself 
as guru, he happily contradicts 
the actual description of the dik- 
sha guru that he himself has just 
given! 

Trapped by Srila Prabhupada 

"And we need to have as much 
faith in the system of accept- 
ing guru as we have in accept- 
ing the guru himself. Because 
it's Krishna's system, therefore 
even if we may think that there 
is some kind of lacking, then 
"yoga-ksemam vahamy aham." 
Krishna will cover that type of 
lack." 

1) SRS refers here to the 
Bhagavad-gita verse, "But those 
who worship Me with devotion, 
meditating on My transcenden- 
tal form - to them I carry what they 
lack and preserve what they have." 
(9:22). Neither this verse, nor its 
purport, speaks of there being 
any lack in "Krishna's system" of 
accepting a bona fide spiritual 
master. Rather, Srila Prabhupada 
states, in the same Bhagavad-gita, 
that a bona fide guru in the eter- 
nal disciplic succession never de- 
viates at all: 

"A bona fide spiritual mas- 
ter is in the disciplic succession 
from time eternal and he does 
not deviate at all from the in- 
structions of the Supreme Lord." 
(Bhagavad-gita As It Is 4.42, purport) 

2) Rather, the purport to 
Bhagavad-gita 9:22, does state 
that: 

"The Lord helps the devotee to 
achieve Krsna consciousness by 




yoga, and when he becomes fully 
Krsna conscious the Lord protects 
him from falling down to a misera- 
ble conditioned life." 

Clearly, therefore, this verse 
cannot be referring at all to the 
ISKCON guru system, since SRS 
himself has confessed that its 
members have continually fall- 
en down to a miserable, degrad- 
ed life: 

"I was seeing deviations in 
ISKCON [...] Fallen sannyasis, 
drugs-induced ecstasy, illicit sex, 
and needless to say that it was 
clearthat the gurus were fallible." 
(SRS, Podcast, October 3rd, 2006) 

Trapped by history 

"Because it's Krishna's system, 
[...] But it requires real sraddha 
and determination on the part 
of the aspiring devotees." 

Given what we just quot- 
ed SRS stating about his fallen 
ISKCON guru system, it certainly 
does require "real sraddha (faith) 
and determination on the part of 
the aspiring devotees" to accept 
that such a fallen system is actu- 
ally"Krishna's system"! 

Conclusion 

We have repeatedly shown 
that our supposedly "self-realised" 
ISKCON spiritual masters are una- 
ble to defend their position as be- 
ing bona fide spiritual masters, 
without either agreeing with the 
IRM's position, or contradicting 
themselves and Srila Prabhupada! 
Thus at best, they can be more ac- 
curately described as self-delud- 
ed, rather than self-realised! 
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Inside the guru hoax meltdown: An ISKCON guru 



When an artificial guru sys- 
tem is concocted, based not 
on spiritual principles, but rather 
on the pursuit and expansion of 
power, infighting and chaos will 
automatically result. When one 
disobeys the orders of the bona 
fide spiritual master by usurp- 
ing his position, disciples, assets 
and worship, only failure, cha- 
os and deviation will result - as 
Srila Prabhupada has repeatedly 
warned us: 

"Our mission is to serve (...) 
Not that you take the place of 
the guru. That is nonsense, very 
dangerous. Then everything 
will be spoiled. As soon as you 
become ambitious to take the 
place of guru - gurusu nara-mat- 
ih . That is the material disease." 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, April 
20th, 1977) 

"And as soon as he learns 
the Guru Maharaja is dead, 
"Now I am so advanced that I 
can kill my guru and I become 
guru."Then he's finished." 
(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, August 
16th, 1976) 

As proof that Srila Prabhupada's 
warnings above are applicable 
to ISKCON's current unauthor- 
ised GBC-elected guru hoaxer sys- 
tem, below we present ample ev- 
idence from one of ISKCON's own 
current GBC voted-in gurus, HH 
Mahavishnu Swami ("MVS"). In 
letters MVS wrote to the GBC and 
others, he offers an insight into 
the guru hoax meltdown, and also 
reveals his own personal melt- 
down in trying to pose as a suc- 
cessor guru to Srila Prabhupada. 

The extracts in the tinted pan- 
els below, unless otherwise spec- 
ified, are from letters written by 
MVS. 

ISKCON compared to the great 
anti-Krishna demon Kamsa - 
Parti 

"I know there are the "guru fall 
down and boiling down the 
milk" counter arguments to the 



above and maybe this dialectic 
will just go on forever even as 
ISKCON dries up as it becomes 
more and more a heavy-handed 
Kamsaised organised religion 
smothering spontaneous devo- 
tional creepers right and left." 

ISKCON compared to the great 
anti-Krishna demon Kamsa - 
Part 2 

"So did he (Srila Prabhupada) 
really later on want us to put 
a brake on expanding to "at 
least maintain" what he gave 
us? Excuse me please but I feel 
that with this mental laxitude 
step by step ISKCON will just 
get more "Kamsaised" into yet 
another defunct organised re- 
ligion bogged down in its own 
politics trying (very sincerely, of 
course), to just "at least main- 
tain". 

Fallen, frustrated and 
castrated ISKCON gurus 

"...in UK (for instance) the 
ISKCON Managing Council or 
its sub-committee (presuma- 
bly understandably acting in a 
controlling reactive protective 
mood after so many of its own 
past UK local initiating guru 
falldowns) has set up initiation 
standards and procedures with- 
out even inviting input from all 
the ISKCON Diksa Gurus who in- 
itiate disciples in the UK thus 
making unrealistic standards 
and procedures which foster 
bad feelings both from aspiring 
candidates and from frustrat- 
ed (castrated?) visiting and res- 
ident gurus." 

Unaccountable GBC gurus and 
GBC spies 

"the GBC authority credibility 
is being undermined because 
ISKCON's published Law Book 
Initiation standards are being 
openly flouted as they are be- 



ing either made locally more re- 
strictive and discouraging (as in 
the case of UK standards), or be- 
ing adjusted according to time 
and circumstances by unac- 
countable GBC Gurus or ISKCON 
gurus "out of GBC range" of GBC 
spies" 

Unwilling guru apologists 

"In the early days in expanding 
ISKCON Srila Prabhupada was 
very personal and lenient but 
in UK for instance I have heard 
complaints from my fellow-ISK- 
CON gurus that the institution- 
al standards set by ISKCON UK 
are off-putting straight jackets 
for aspirants seeking personal 
shelter. The gurus themselves 
find themselves having to un- 
willingly become apologists for 
ISKCON's rigid impersonal poli- 
cies." 

Disunity and fragmentation 

"if ISKCON instituted kam- 
sa-blanket centralised initia- 
tion standards are imposed on 
a zone by its big established 
temples then budding devo- 
tional communities will pre- 
fer to develop legally outside 
of ISKCON's legal jurisdiction 
creating the disunity and frag- 
mentation of ISKCON, (as in 
Brighton, UK)" 

ISKCON has no trust of its 
voted-in gurus 

"It even seems that the ISKCON 
"establishment" has no trust of 
gurus and that is also not so sur- 
prising because of ISKCON gu- 
rus track records in the past." 

In all the preceding entries, 
MVS details the power struggle 
going on between the elected 
gurus and ISKCON's management 
authorities, and the resultant cha- 
os and breakdown. His criticisms 
are more harsh than whatever has 
been on the pages of BTP, as he 



compared ISKCON to the demon 
Kamsa. 

Below, MVS turns his atten- 
tion to his own personal failings 
as a GBC-elected guru: 

Misguiding devotees 

"I want to apologise for my 
seriously having misguid- 
ed the devotees on this year's 
East African Festival Tour 
(23rd January - 22nd February 
2008) [...] So I am feeling very 
ashamed and regretful that I 
caused this to happen. I was not 
fit as the spiritual mentor of the 
Festival team. It is now obvious 
that my hippiesh upbringing's 
attitudes are still not cleansed 
from my heart. So I need to rec- 
tify my standard of devotional 
service at all costs." 

Losing the faith of "disciples" 

"I feel the need to apologise to 
you both for dealing inconsid- 
erately and pushing your toler- 
ance so much that you lost faith 
in me as your spiritual mas- 
ter and ISKCON. I was not con- 
cerned enough about your wel- 
fare to act appropriately." 

Unable to look after 
"disciples" 

"I can also hardly look after 
my about 100 disciples prop- 
erly [...] So I do not want to be 
an embarrassment may consid- 
er visiting Russia again provid- 
ed I am invited and I am allowed 
to collect donations. But I doubt 
if that will ever happen. Even if 
it did I will be frightened of get- 
ting committed to having more 
Russian disciples." 

A bona fide and authorised 
spiritual master, by definition, can 
never mislead or give wrong ad- 
vice and thus hinder a soul's jour- 
ney back to Godhead: 

"According to sastra, the 
duty of the guru is to take the 
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disciple back home, back to 
Godhead. If he is unable to do 
so and instead hinders the dis- 
ciple in going back to Godhead, 
he should not be a guru." 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam 8.20.1, purport) 

Yet, in the entries above, MVS 
apologises for doing just that! 

Chastised by juniors 

Below, MVS also reveals that 
he was chastised for his misbe- 
haviour by two devotees: 

"He rightfully complained to 
our ISKCON authorities in UK 
that an ISKCON sannyasi had 
done such a thing. Kripamoya 
and Praghosa Prabhus in the 
UK brought me to task and I be- 
gan to realise the negligence 
and foolishness of my actions. 
Then after further realisation 
and regret and on their advice, I 
sent a marriage annulment let- 
ter to the parties concerned. I 
stated in that letter that as the 
couple were not unmarried the 
marriage I had conducted was 
not authorised morally or legal- 
ly and therefore it was being an- 
nulled by me." 

At the time of going to press, 
neither of the two devotees men- 
tioned are, unlike MVS, "gurus" or 
sannyasis (renunciants), and are 
therefore, according to ISKCON, 
MVS's spiritual juniors. So not only 
is MVS acting, on his own admis- 
sion, without moral or legal au- 
thority, but he had to be chastised 
by two juniors before he realised 
his bogus actions! Clearly, he can- 
not be an empowered bona fide 
Vaishnava guru since a bona fide 
guru can never be disciplined, 
counselled or corrected: 

"It is an offense to consider 
an empowered Vaisnava an ob- 
ject of disciplinary action. It is 
offensive to try to give him ad- 
vice or to correct him." 
(Nectar of Instruction, Text 7, purport) 
We have copiously docu- 



mented, in several issues of BTP, 
the philosophical U-turns and 
climbdowns by ISKCON's GBC and 
gurus and their lip service to the 
IRM's program of promoting Srila 
Prabhupada as the real guru of 
ISKCON. Now, in addition to all 
the above, MVS also decides to 
join the "agree with the IRM" pro- 
gram: 

Srila Prabhupada is the real 
guru, not me 

"I may have given you diksa but 
our pre-eminent siksa guru is 
of course Srila Prabhupada not 
me. He is still fully living in his 
instructions. You must take ad- 
vantage of them and become 
his emissary." 

Here MVS admits that Srila 
Prabhupada and not he, is giv- 
ing siksha (spiritual instruction). 
MVS claims that he himself is giv- 
ing diksha (spiritual initiation), 
but even this claim is bogus as 
the GBC itself agrees with the IRM 
that siksha is the "principal active 
ingredient of diksa": 

"Such uplifting knowledge 
is called divya jnana, and its 
transmission is called siksa. This 
divya jnana is the principal ac- 
tive ingredient of diksa." 
(GBC Resolution No. 404, 1999) 

And MVS admits he is not sup- 
plying this "principal active ingre- 
dient of diksa". 

Thus, Srila Prabhupada is the 
only diksha or initiating guru in 
ISKCON, not MVS or anyone else - 
something he and the GBC should 
have realised by now after sing- 
ing every day for the past 30 years 
or more to Srila Prabhupada dur- 
ing the Guru-puja prayers that he 
is the one delivering this "divya- 
jnana"\ 

Further confirming the IRM's 
"ritvik" position that the guru 
(Srila Prabhupada) does not need 
to physically meet disciples to ini- 
tiate them, MVS admits in anoth- 
er letter: 



"Srila Prabhupada had disciples 
who he had never seen physi- 
cally." 

But still wants to play guru 

Of course, the desire to be wor- 
shipped as-good-as-God in imita- 
tion of the fully authorised and 
bona fide guru Srila Prabhupada, 
is just too strong to resist: 

"my Vyasa Puja 2010 went 
off quite well. Late last night 
11/2/10 in Hotel A mica I, Bunia, 
DR Congo. Had short talks, my 
foot washing & guru puja and 
arati & pioneering feast pre- 
pared of imported Egyptian full 
cream milk & imported Italian 
spaghetti." 
(MVS SMS text, February 12th, 2010) 

"I personally have a niyamag- 
raha trait and try and go strict- 
ly by the ISKCON Lawbook 
and the prevailing local initia- 
tion standards for fear of get- 
ting censored and defrocked 
so I really want a more flexi- 
ble straightjacket to live in as a 
dreaded naughty-boy ISKCON 
Initiating guru" 

Conclusion 

Thus, in addition to ISKCON's 
"guru wars" documented in pre- 
vious BTP issues, we now see that 
"Guru-GBC" wars can be added to 
the power struggles going on in 
ISKCON. 

Previously, in BTP 14, we 
published the equally stun- 
ning revelations of ISKCON GBC 
guru and Sannyasa Minister HH 
Prahladananda Swami in our ar- 
ticle "ISKCON guru exposes his own 
guru system". And in BTP 20, we 
quoted yet another GBC member, 
Badrinarayan Das, stating: 

"Having gurus crash and 
burn every few years is the main 
cause of ISKCON's diminished 
reputation and strength and I 
don't see what we have put in

place to break this pattern." 

It seems as if ISKCON's GBC 
and voted-in gurus can't help 
but condemn the bogus system 
they themselves have invent- 
ed; and yet the desire to replace 
Srila Prabhupada is so irresistible 
that even though they now agree 
in theory with the IRM's invinci- 
ble philosophical position, they 
will still keep the practice of their 
unauthorised guru system and 
attendant worship intact! Srila 
Prabhupada speaks of this ten- 
dency as follows: 

"That is the difficulty. 
Everyone sees that "Some way 
or other, I become guru. Then 
so many persons will offer me 
respect. Somehow or other, 
create some situation. Then 
I become guru. [...] This is go- 
ing on. Not bona fide guru. 
[...] Somehow or other become 
popular and become guru. This 
is going on." 

(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, May 2nd, 
1976) 

It is clear that the GBC's guru 
hoax system is facing serious 
meltdown, and we hope it is now 
only a question of when, not if, 
they adopt the IRM's position and 
at last reinstate Srila Prabhupada 
as ISKCON's only diksha guru. 
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The climbdown - HH Giriraja Swami returns!

"We offer respects to the spiritual master in singular, to the spiritual masters in plural, and to all Vaisnavas. The singular 
spiritual master is our personal spiritual master, the plural spiritual masters are the predecessor acharyas, and the 
Vaisnavas are the followers of the spiritual master." 



"One who teaches can be treated as spiritual master. ... So if we take instruction from them, all senior godbrothers may be treated 
as guru. There is no harm. Actually, you have only one spiritual master, who initiates you, just as you have only one father. But every 
Vaisnava should be treated as prabhu, master, higher than me, and in this sense, if I learn from him, he may be regarded as guru." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, November 20th, 1971)

Having established that the diksha guru is the singular spiritual master, and that Srila Prabhupada is that spiritual master, GRS goes 
on to refer to Srila Prabhupada's disciples as his followers, who are teaching on his behalf, which as the quotes given in the previous 
sections show, refer to the plural spiritual masters, known as siksha gurus: 

"Vaisnavas are the followers of the spiritual master. [...] And now the followers of Srila Prabhupada are presenting the 
same knowledge."
